Mr. Maneonj had Ju*t completed a 
second-reading speech o* the bill, 
when Mr Twlgg rose on a point of 
order, and submitted that the .bill 
wa# not properly introduced, In that 
the practice of Rule 58 of the Htand- 
Ing Orders, providing for preliminary 
discussion of bills affecting trade by 
~W committee of the whole House, 
prior to Introduction, had not been 
followed. 

The Attorney^ General rem ar ked 
that the bill was introduced by mes- 
nage from the Lieutenant-Governor. 
He contended that R did n«»t affect 
trade, although It dealt with It In¬ 
cidentally.

TREATY REVISION 


Regarding the-proposed revision of 
the Commercial Treaty between China 
and Japan, the proposal of the 
Chinese Foreign Offlco involve* many 
legal aspects which would appear at 
lealat questionable, but approa ching 
the subject from a wider p ers pe c tive, 
we avoided all discussion of legal 
technicality and declared our read¬ 
iness to enter Into negotiations for 
treaty" revision. 

While expressly reserving for our¬ 
selves the position to which we are 
entitled, we are prepared to consider 
the legitimate aspirations of the 
Chinese people with full sympathy 
and understanding In the Interest of 
St no-Japanese friendly relation*. If 
China should meet u* halfway In tha 
same spirit of moderation and good¬ 
will I have no, doubt that the nego¬ 
tiations will make satisfactory pro¬ 
gress. Japans policy covering all 
questions of relations between Japan 
and China may be summarized- 

First. Respect the sovereignty and 
tei+itorlal Integrity of China and 
scrupulously avoid all Interferenca In 
her domestic stflfe. 

Second. Promote the solidarity and 
economic apprpachment between the 
two national *<’ 

Third Entertain sympathetically 
and heTpruTTy the Just aspirations xrt 
the Chinese people and co-operating 
In efforts or realisation of such as¬ 
pirations. 

Fourth. Maintain an attitude of-I 
patience and toleration In the pre¬ 
sent situation In China and at. the 
same time protect Japan's legitimate ! 
jrrnl esesentlal righu and . Interests : 
by all reasonable means at tha dis¬ 
posal of the Government. 

JAPAN AND SOVIET UNION 

We are happy to be able to state 
that the relations of Japan and the 
Bovlet I’njon continue gratifying. We 
are Informed that concessions In tha 
oil and coal fields of Northern Sak¬ 
halin, obtained by Japanese Interests 
In pursuance of the arrangement con¬ 
tained In the Peking protocol of 1*15 
have been making satisfactory devel¬ 
opments. Negotiations for a fishery 
conventIqn are now progressing and 
we are looking forward to a success¬ 
ful conclusion. Within the two years 
since the signing ths convention at 
Pekin the mutual relation# of tha 
two countries have been steadily 
gaining strength and give great 
promise for the future. 

There are In certain sections people 
who Indulge in alarming speculation 
A* If the interests of Japan and the 
Soviet Union are degtlned to clash 
In Manchuria, bat we have no ag¬ 
gressive policy In Manchuria or else¬ 
where, our sole preoccupation being 
that peace and order be maintained In 
that region and that our nationals' 
there be permitted to engage In peace¬ 
ful pursuits without molestation.
